But Court Is Not R equired To Keep 
Actions Separate From Divorces 


The relatively 
new 
“ m a r­ 
ria g e d is s o lu tio n ’’ 
co n cep t 
seem s to be w orking in Colum ­ 
biana County, as six per cent 
m ore dissolutions w ere filed 
last y ear over 1975, as the num ­ 
b er of divorce filings showed no 
increase. Until recently, how­ 
ever, the county Court of C om ­ 
m on P leas had no statistical 
w ay to verify the procedure’s 
success or failure. 
An a ttem p t by The Salem 
News to discover the num ber of 
dissolution and divorce filings 
for the p ast two y ears turned up 
the fact that the state has not 
required the courts to keep 
se p ara te statistics on the two 
a c tio n s 
T h ey 
h av e 
been 
lum ped together into one figure 
labeled “dom estic relatio n s,’’ 
w hich includes other cases such 
a s contem pt of court for non­ 
support. 
T h e to ta l d o e sn ’t 
re v e a l 
w hether couples actually are 
taking ad v an tag e of the “disso 
lution” 
law , 
which 
becam e 
effective Sept. 24, 1974 
T h e 
co m b in ed 
fig u re 
of 
divorce and dissolutions filings, 
com piled w ith the help of the 
court 
rep o rters, 
showed 
760 
cases w ere filed in 1976, com ­ 
pared to 740 in 1975, an increase 
of about 2.7 per cent 
D ivorces Stay Sam e 
The num ber of m arriag e dis 
solution filings rose from 327 in 
1975 to 346 in 1976, about a six 


p er cent increase, while the 
num ber of divorce filings for 
both y ears w as 413 With the 
num ber of divorces rem aining 
the 
sam e 
both 
y ears, 
they 
represented a sm aller p ercent­ 
age of the total cases in 1976 — 
54 per cent - com pared with 56 
per cent in 1975. 
T hese figures stan d in com ­ 
parison to a relatively stable 
rate of m arriag e license appli­ 
cations — 1,114 in 1975 and 1,109 
in 1976. 
The court itself apparently 
w as unaw are of the im portance 
of separating the filings 
in 
o rder to gauge the effectiveness 
of the dissolution option, and 
the state has m ade no effort to 
change the record-keeping sys­ 
te m , a c c o rd in g 
to 
S h irley 
Sm ith, court rep o rter of the 
Court of Com m on Pleas. 
G rounds F or Divorce 
In o rder to be g ran ted a 
divorce, grounds m ust be es­ 
tablished, 
such as adultery, 
gross neglect, m ental cruelty or 
living se p ara te and ap art con­ 
tinuously for two y ears. This 
m akes one person, supposedly 
guilty 
of 
the 
grounds, 
the 
defendant and the other the 
plaintiff 
In an uncontested divorce the 
defendant either does not show 
up at the h earin g or does not 
deny the grounds; in a con­ 
tested divorce he or she ap ­ 
p ears and denies the charge. 
T h e re 
a r e 
no 
g ro u n d s, 
defendant or plaintiff in a disso­ 
lution — only 
“ petitioners ” 
Som e contend it is easier to end 
a m arriag e w ith a dissolution, 
but in order to have the dissolu­ 
tion granted, both p arties m ust 


a p p ear in court. 
Atty. F rederick E N aragon 
of Salem believes dissolution is 
“ definitely a good thing,” be­ 
cause in m any situations there 
a re really no legal grounds for 
divorce. With dissolution the 
couple doesn’t have to "m a n u ­ 
fa c tu re ” grounds and no ou t­ 
side p arties have to becom e 
involved. 
A greem ent Required 
He believes the biggest prob 
lem w ith dissolution is that both 
persons have to be in com plete 
ag reem en t, which can be diffi 
cult, 
considering 
they 
c a n ’t 
a g ree to stay m arried 
“ I t’s an ‘iffy’ situation,” he 
said. “ If one or both disagree 
a fte r the agreem ent is signed, 
or doesn’t show up at

while Israel and the 
A rabs w ere engaged in the Yom 
K ippur w ar 
Nixon said E gypt, once the 
fig h tin g tu rn e d in I s r a e l’s 
fa v o r, a sk ed fo r 
“ a 
jo in t 
Am erican-Soviet force to com e 
in and keep the p eace.” 
Nixon said he regarded the 
idea as “sheer m adness " 
But Nixon said, he got an 
“om inous” note from Brezhnev 
saying the Soviets would move 
into the M ideast by them selves 
if the United States did not 
participate 
It was then, Nixon said, that 
he ordered the alert 
“ It w as because we did not 
w ant to have m ajor powers 
rubbing together in a critical 
area of the world 
like the 
M ideast,” he said. 
"It 
was 
because of that, that I decided 
that we had to take a strong 
position ” 
Nixon said the m ove worked 
— 
deterred 
the 
Soviets 
b e c a u se 
of 
d e te n te , 
and 
because Brezhnev knew from 
p rev io u s c o n v e rsa tio n s th at 
“we would not tolerate actions 
which would destroy Israel ’’ 
Nixon, in a scathing put down 
of 
A m erican 
in te llig e n c e 
capabilities, said he had been 
told just before the w ar broke 
out that an attack w as unlikely 
“which shows you the brilliance 
of our intelligence." 
And during the w ar, he said, 
he w as able to dissuade Israel 
from destroying E g y p t's 3rd 
Arm y through a little reaso­ 
ning 
“If I m ay p arap h rase from 
the “G odfather,” he said "W e 
gave them an offer, ah, that 
they, ah, could not refuse ’” 
Nixon, being paid $600,000 
plus a share of the profits for 
his televised interview s with 
F rost, said he knew at the 
beginning of his adm inistration 
“ we w ere going to deal with 
great events.” 
He said it was he 
not 
K issinger 
who conceived the 


idea 
of 
developing 
friendly 
relations w ith China in 1971, a 
move widely regarded as the 
m ost significant 
accom plish­ 
m ent of his presidency. 


"I 
w as 
the 
one, 
as 
he 
(K issinger) of course agrees, 
who raised the issue and kept 
pressing the issue,” Nixon said 
“ But he pursued it with enor­ 
mous enthusiasm ”

Make corn meal ‘coffee’

D EA R PO LLY — Years ago when I was a youngster I 
remember my mother made “ coffee.” I do not 
remember all the ingredients she used but I do 
remember one was bran. I do not know what kind, but 
know it was not the bran buds we see today. Also she put 
in molasses, eggs and perhaps oatmeal This was mixed 
until it made fine crumbs and then put in bread pans 
(not too thick) and baked. She stirred it occasionally so 
it would brown evenly. When baked, it was put in 
covered containers. When she made the coffee it was in 
an old time coffee pot with water and then boiled. Now 
that coffee is soaring in price, I would appreciate hear­ 
ing from anyone who has such a recipe. — MARTHA M 
DEAR MARTHA M. — The high price of coffee is on 
many of our minds just now. Perhaps the following 
letter will be of some interest to you. I have not tried 
this recipe, but thought you might like to. Perhaps other 
readers have other recipes that they remember. — 
POLLY. 


D EA R PO LLY — Years ago when coffee prices went up to 
30 cents a pound my grandma said “ That is way too high’’ and 
she made her own. She used what she called dripping pans that 
would hold four loaves of bread and were made of what she 
called black steel. She half-filled a pan with cornmeal, dribbl­ 
ed two tablespoons of black strap molasses over it, stirred and 
put it in the oven to roast. As I remember it tasted good and 
was quite dark. The cornmeal she used was coarsely ground. 
That was about 65 years ago 
I enjoy your Polly's Pointers even if I am a 74-year-old 
YOUNG man. Keep up the good work. I wonder what grandma 
would say about today’s coffee prices. — MR. J.H B.

DEAR HOLLY — Such cubes could also be used for iced 
coffee. Have you ever also tried adding a bit oT coffee to 
chocolate icing — does wonders for it. — POLLY.

Illegal Aliens Puzzler 


The controversy over President 
C arter’s 
pardoning of several tens of thousands of Viet­ 
nam war resisters may look like a tempest in a 
teapot compared to what may be stirred up by 
his plan to grant some form of amnesty to an 
estim ated eight million illegal aliens or undocu­ 
mented persoas in this country 
This time, 
anyway, Congress will have the final say in the 
m atter 
‘‘Some of these illegal aliens have been here 
for 15 or 20 years,” Mr Carter noted the other 
day in announcing his intention to send a m es­ 
sage on the subject to the legislative branch. 
‘They are American citizens in the practical 
sense of the word ‘citizen.’ They have good jobs, 
they are self-supporting and we don’t want to 
kick them out.” 
Of course we don’t want to kick out millions of 
people who have established long-time residency 
and who have become productive members of 
American society, even if it were practical to do 
so But even if Congress agrees upon a formula 
according citizenship or permanent legal status 
to those who have demonstrated that they are, as 
the President says, citizens in the practical sense 
of the word, the next question is, what do we do in 
the future? 
ARE THIS COUNTRY’S immigration laws to 
be so many words on paper9 Are foreigners who 
slip into the country or who enter on visitors' 
visas and then decide to stay to be rewarded if 
they m anage to evade the authorities for a 
certain number of years? This would hardly be 
fair to thousands of other would-be immigrants 
waiting to be admitted legally under quotas. 
What do we do when the number of illegal 
aliens has again grown to eight million or so 15 or 
20 years from now — have another am nesty9 
It is no coincidence that the staunchest sup 
porter of the President’s proposal is a coalition of 
Mexican-American and associated organizations 
called Concerned Hispanic Citizens of the United 
S tates, 
which 
held a 
dem onstration 
in 
Washington about the same time Mr Carter 
m ade public his amnesty recommendation The 
overwhelming majority of the present eight 


million illegals have come from Mexico, and the 
flow across our southern border continues 
unabated 
Nor are all the illegal aliens productive 
citizens. I^ st year, Los Angeles County, the area 
in the nation hardest hit in this respect, laid out 
$48 million for emergency medical care to illegal 
aliens. 
This has prompted Sen Alan Cranston, D- 
Calif., to introduce legislation requiring the 
federal government to reim burse local govern­ 
ments for half the cost of such services, the same 
as it now does for indigent citizens and lawful 
residents. 
‘‘There is no reason why county taxpayers 
should bear the full cost of the federal govern­ 
m ent’s failure to control the flood of aliens en­ 
tering the country without documents,” he says. 
‘‘Illegal aliens are a federal responsibility and 
all Americans should bear a fair share of the cost 
of dealing humanely with these people.” 
BI T WHILE ILLEGAL aliens may be a 
federal responsibility, many of them have been 
lured here in the first place by American em ­ 
ployers willing to exploit them at low wages — 
businessmen who have long winked at the law 
and gotten away with it. Compounding the 
situation is growing population pressure in 
Mexico, which has one of the highest, if not the 
highest, birth rates in the world and for which 
the United States is becoming a kind of safety 
valve. 
To state it again, the real question is not what 
to do about the illegal aliens who have been in 
this country for many years, but what to do about 
the illegal aliens who cam e in yesterday, are 
coming in today and will come in tomorrow 
Neither Jimmy Carter nor anyone else has 
suggested a solution to that problem.

Did Colson Run Nixon W hite House? 


WASHINGTON 
During one 
of the early 1969 W'hite House 
sta te dinners, som e social 
genius with a crystal ball sense 
of humor seated me at a table 
with a newcomer called John 
Ehrlichman, an old tim er by 
name of Wilbur Mills, and a 
man called Davis who had 
some relationship to a tennis 
loving cup. 
I asked John if he had yet met 
the Congressman. The answer 
was no I queried Mills, then 
powerful head of the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
The gentleman from Arkansas 
shrugged. And added, "No, he 
hasn’t bothered.”

I had other fish to fry. I 
guessed soon, and I was right, 
that the most powerful man 
inside the White House, the 
man with a no-Oval Office over 
ride, and ex-Marine captain 
and Boston B rahm in, was 
Charles (Chuck) Colson. His 
modest official title was Special 
Counsel to the P resid en t. 
Special indeed. 
No one really can understand 
W atergate who doesn’t know 
what the daily relationship was 
between Chuck and Dick Nixon 
after hours, after the official 
shuffling of Bob Haldeman and , 
Ehrlichman It was so intimate 
that Colson had free run of the 
mansion And thus could hire 
Howard Hunt, an old buddy, 
without anyone’s permission. 
COLSON WAS W atergate’s 
w atershed 
Through all its 
grimmest hours for example, 
he was the President's unruf­ 
fled account executive 
in 
charge of labor. At first he 
wooed George M eany and 
labor's executive suites Then 
he broke with mem and began 
devising the 
1972 campaign 
strategy of Dick Nixon’s run­ 
ning "against Meany” regard­ 
less of whom the Democrats 
named 
To maintain a labor base, he 
courted the construction unions 


and the Team sters. It 
was 
Colson who telephoned New 
Y ork’s 
AFL-CIO 
hard hat 
leader Pete Brennan and got 
him to put 125,000 construction 
w orkers 
onto 
M anhattan 
streets — and later in other 
cities — to back Dick Nixon’s 
controversial V ietnam bom ­ 
bing and Cambodian policy. 
Afterwards. Nixon said those 
workers’ demonstrations pulled 
him over the brink of some of 
the "lowest” days of his life 
It was Colson who made Pete 
Brennan Secretary of Labor 
late in 1972 
It was Colson who was ac­ 
cused by Meany of planting 
some 40 “operatives” in and 
around 
the 
1971 
AFL-CIO 
convention in Bal Harbour, Fla 
Meany growled and charged 
Colson of attem pting to provoke 
the delegates to boo and insult 
guest speaker Nixon 
It was Colson’s gentle aide, 
the 
late George Bell, 
who 
followed his chief’s strategy of 
wooing all middle-of-the-road 
labor leaders with a series of 
confidential dinners in Blair 
House 
As late as the now historic 
months of January through 
April 1973, Colson was water- 
shedding W atergate. In the first 
term to build a labor base 
p rep arato ry 
to 
the 
1972 
presidential election — during 
which Colson believed Meany 
would be campaigning for the 
Democratic nominee 
Chuck 
had developed a Siamese-twin 
relationship with the Team ­ 
sters. 
REPORTS HAD it that he 
tried to stonewall United Farm ­ 
worker’s chief Cesar Chavez in 
the California vineyards for 
Team sters general president 
Frank 
Fitzsim m ons. 
And 
Colson got Jim my Hoffa out of 


everybody's thinning hair. On 
April 2, 1973 - note the date — 
Colson said: 
‘T he little man Hoffa is out 
wheeling and dealing in typical 
fashion, trying to make deals, 
but the President (Nixon) will 
clobber him. He will get no job 
in «Detroit Team sters) Local 
299. R em em ber that Dave 
Johnson (Local 299 incumbent 
president then — VR) said he 
was telephoned by the Labor 
Department and told that he 
can’t give Hoffa anything.” 
Even in April 1973 Colson was 
de facto Secretary of Labor.

buddy, 
Chuck 
Colson, wanted free-wheeling 
without reporting in regularly 
to the “old m an,” Dick Nixon 
gave it to him. T hat’s how it 
was. 
W hat’s happened to Colson, 
Dick Nixon’s one-man opera­ 
tional "cluster” ? Colson has 
said he has been “acquitted — 
by the Lord ” Today Colson’s 
rebirth in Christianity, “born 
a g a in ,” has led him 
into 
strange places. He has had an 
arrangem ent with 
the 
U.S. 
Bureau 
of Prisons 
to give 
spiritual help to convicts. He 
has embraced another reborn 
convert, E ldridge C leaver. 
They have hugged each other in 
public. They phone each other 
for spiritual advice and suste­ 
nance. 
This 
should 
help 
('leaver, who sooner or later 
must stand trial on m urder 
charges. 
The 
45-year-old 
Colson 
doesn’t need solace or bread. 
His book “Born Again” has sold 
over 400,(XX) copies. It’s been 
bought for a super special $3 
million movie production 
He was a strange fish to fry. 
Too bad he wasn’t born again, 
much earlier.

is withdrawn and you are then 
told that your schools need 
m ore 
tax 
dollars. 
E ast 
Palestine schools in the last 
three years have lost over 
$100,(XX) in state funds. 
A relatively new twist is now 
being used by our state school 
board 
The state board says 
that unless your school district 
has 30 mills operating funds 
they will withhold part of the 
state funding In other words 
you must pay more property 
taxes to get some of your tax 
dollars back. 
H Dennis Barnes, chairman 
of Citizens for Good Schools, is 
heading the Home Rule petition 
drive. If enough names are 
gotten on the ptetitions the 
amendm ent will be on the ballot 
this November This am end­ 
ment would eradicate the state 
school board and bring the 
governing of schools back to 
our own districts. Your tax 
dollars would stay in your 
school district and your district 
would still receive it’s share 
from the state income tax and 
lottery monies. There was no 
state school board before the 
early 1950’s and I ’m more than 
sure that we can do without one 
now.

He seems to handle the most 
dissolutioas from two segments 
of society — young couples 
without a lot of property, who 
have not been married long but 
who have found they’ve made a 
mistake, and others “ at the 
other end": — they have been 
married a long time, stayed 
together until their children 
w ere through school and are re­ 
spected in the community. 
“ But it has worked for all 
people in all situations,” he 
said. 
A tty. Harry Conn of Lisbon 
agrees that dissolution is a good 
thing 
‘Less Animosity’ 
“ Any two people who can 
agree are better off if they can 
resolve their own problems 
rather than having a court re­ 
solve them," he said. "They’re 
resolved quicker and there is 
less animosity afterwards.” 
He is in favor of marriage 
dissolution because it is mutual 
and voluntary. 
Dissolution "m ade things 
more realistic," he said. "Less 
collusion was perpetrated on 
the courts and they knew about 
it. It’s a civilized way to end a 
marriage.” 
Judge Richard D. Kennedy of 
the Court of Common Pleas 
said dissolution seems to be 
working 
“ It reduces malice and ill will 
among the parties and chil­ 
dren." he said. "And it saves 
time for the court 
"Personally, I think the state 
makes divorce too easy,” he 
said Dissolution is too easy be­ 
cause there are no 
legal 
grounds But I suppose' it does 
work for some 
there is less 
animosity 
because 
no case 
emits emotions like a contested 
divorce The parties bare their 
souls ” 
Judge J Warren Bettis of the 
Court 
of 
Common 
Pleas 
believes dissolution is "abso­ 
lutely a good thing” and is 
“ more convinced than ever.” 
Couple ‘Still Friends’ 
"It leaves the parties, in most 
cases, still friends,” he said, 
“ and serves the best interest of 
the children 
In a contested 
divorce one parent may try to 
get the children to hate the 
other." In a dissolution “ the 
relations with the children can 
continue as best as it can.” 
On 
the question 
of 
the 
easiness of marriage dissolu­ 
tion, Judge Bettis said, “ It’s 
debatable 
Are you going to 
force people to live together 
who don’t want to? The laws in 
Ohio (on divorce) have always 
been pretty easy, so this (disso­ 
lution) doesn’t make it any 
easier.” 
With the inception of mar­ 
riage dissolution, a conciliation 
statute also came into law, 
under which the courts can 
order the parties to undergo 
marriage counseling. The court 
action may be delayed for 90 
da vs.

It noted nearly 10 million 
Americans - one out of every 20 
persons - suffer from speech or 
language disorders and that 
hearing impairment affects 
about 14 million Americans in 
one or both ears, 
including 
three of every 100 school 
children and 30 of every 100 
persons 65 years of age or older. 
The causes of speech and 
language disorders may vary, 
with some disorders relating to 
hearing loss, short 
memory 
span, cerebral palsy and other 
neuromuscular 
disorders, 
severe head injuries, stroke, 
viral diseases, certain drugs, 
physical impairments such as 
cleft 
lip 
or 
palate, 
and 
inadequate 
speech 
and 
language models in the home 
environment 
Hearing impairments may 
stem from a variety of causes, 
including excessively 
loud 
noise, viral infections, head 
injury, certain drugs, tumors, 
birth defects, earwax, heredity 
and the aging process. 
The office noted children with 


communication disorders can 
experience 
difficulties 
in 
learning and find it hard to 
establish relationships with 
o th e rs. 
C o m m u n ica tio n 
disorders in adults can ad­ 
versely 
affect 
social 
in­ 
teractions and can create 
emotional problem, they said. 
Persons who believe they 
have a communication disorder 
or who know someone they 
believe has such a disorder are 
asked to consider the following 
questions: 
Is the individual’s speech 
and-or language so different 
from others of the same age, 
sex or ethnic group that it at­ 
tracts unfavorable attention? 
Is the individual’s speech 
and-or language difficult to 
understand? 
Does the individual appear to 
have difficulty hearing or 
understanding speech? 
Does the individual avoid 
communicating with others 
because he is self-conscious 
about his speech, hearing and- 
or language ability? 
A "yes” answer to any of the 
questions indicates the person 
should seek 
help from 
a 
qualified speech pathologist or 
audiologist, officials said. 
They suggested persons with 
questions should contact the 
speech pathologist in their 
school district, who is informed 
about services designed for pre- 
schcxil and school age children 
and adults.

fish to your presence and make 
a strike unlikely

wading 
or 
walking around the banks of a 
lake, try not to disturb rocks or 
crack large twigs. Noises near 
the water put the fish immedi­ 
ately on guard. After all, it’s not 
as if no one ever tried to catch 
them before. They know people 
mean trouble even if they can’t 
reason it out logically. 
Fish really can’t see very 
well. That is, they cant see 
clearly very well 
They are 
accustomed to picking up 
movements of their prey, and 
any motion you make will be 
identified at once. 
Wind and light rain wnich 
ripple the w ater’s surface 
minimize the fish’s ability to 
see through it. Concealing your 
movements is less important 
under those circumstances. 
Walk 
softly 
in the areas 
where you plan to fish. Keep 
movements to a minimum and 
conceal yourself behind brush 
or trees when possible. Be 
aware of your shadow and the 
flashing of your tackle box 
All of these things can tip the 
fish off to your whereabouts. If 
the fish don’t know you’re in the 
area, you’re much more likely

had a good bowel movement 
twice a week My fam ily doc­ 
tor says this is normal for 
some people. Is this true9 
Now I am to the point where 
I have to use a laxative or 
enema to have a bowel move­ 
ment and these still give very 
little results. 
My doctor says that I have 
gall bladder problems. Could 
these be related? 
Also is it necessary that I 
should have a gall bladder 
operation when at this tim e I 
am experiencing no pain, just 
a slight occasional tenderness 
at the position of the gall 
bladder? 
DEAR READER - It is not 
necessary to have a bowel 
m o v e m e n t 
e v e ry 
d a y . 
However, people who do not 
usually are on a diet that is 
low in bulk If you eat mostly 
r* fined foods and get no 
cereal fiber there sim ply is 
not enough residue for normal 
colon function 
The same 
thing happens to people who 
go >n a crash diet that con­ 
tains no bread (it should be 
whole wheat for a normal diet 
anyway) and a little food 
The laxative and enema 
habit only makes m atters 
w o rse . 
By sp e e d in g 
up 
elim ination 
a rtific ia lly 
you 
s im p ly em pty the colon 
prematurely. It takes longer 
then for it to fill sufficiently 
for the next elimination. 
Your symptoms 
may 
be 
related to your colon rather 
than your gall bladder In any 
case the indication for gall 
bladder surgery is definite 
dis'* ise of the gall bladder, a 
com petent surgeon and a 
patient healthy enough 
to 
m inim ize the surgical risk If 
the 
all bladder is diseased it 
is t'etter to have it removed
